An examination has been completed of the books of ac- 
count and records of the town of Sumner for the municipal year 
ended February 1, 1945. 

Exhibits and schedules are submitted which, in our opinion, 
properly refiect the financial status of the town. 


TREASURER 
As far as could be ascertained, all monies received were 
properly recorded and deposited. 
All expenditures were authorized by approved warrants. 
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The Treasurer’s cash balance reconciled with the bank 
statement of the Manufacturers’ National Bank of Lewiston as 
of February 1, 1945. 

All investments, in the custody of the Treasurer, were 
examined and found properly identified with the various funds. 
Trust fund incomes appeared to have been expended according 
to the terms of the trusts. 

Tax liens on file were examined. Payments received dur- 
ing the year were found to have been applied against the 
proper items. 


TAX COLLECTOR 
The 1944 commitment of taxes was found in agreement 
with the warrant to the Tax Collector and with the records of 
the Assessors. This commitment was accounted for by cash to 
the Treasurer, authorized abatements or still remained unpaid 
according to the records of the Collector. f 
A test verification was made of the uncollected tax items. 
Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the 
receipts and all monies were found deposited with the 
Treasurer. 


SELECTMEN 
While a detailed audit of all transactions during the year 
was not made, we examined or tested accounting records and 
other supporting evidence by methods and to the extent deemed 
appropriate.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
SUMNER, 1945 


During the past year Public Health in your community has 
continued to make excellent progress. There are several 
instances which might well be cited to support this statement. 

The introduction of medical examinations of school chil- 
dren, sponsored by a local group, has been a step forward. In 
view of the fact that this activity was sponsored by a local 
group, with the hope that the community might be persuaded to 
take it on as a full time responsibility, it would be well to 
describe the activity and results. A total of 60 children in all 
schools were examined. The chief defects found among this 
group were defective tonsils. There has already been a good 
percentage of corrections. The actual figures can not be deter- 
mined until a further examination of these children is made. 
Immunizations were due to the fact that the greater percentage 
of your school children had already been immunized for diph- 
theria and smallpox. 

Each year shows an increase of the number of infants and 
preschool children attending Child Health Conferences, and 
receiving immunizations for diphtheria, whooping cough, and 
smalipox. This year the total attendance at conferences was 
106 compared to 56 in 1944. 

A great many of these children were immunized previ-, 
ously, but attended clinic for yearly medical examinations and 
whooping cough immunizations which had not been offered in 
the past. The success of this activity is largely due to the excel- 
lent cooperation of the sponsoring group, arfd the closer union 
of the different sections of the community. | 

Sumner has made progress during the war years. Let us 
not fail to remember the post war period may be difficult. We 
are winning, but the Battle for Better Health must go on.

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Sumner: 


As Superintendent of Schools, I herewith submit my annual 
report of the condition of the schools of Sumner together with 
an itemized statement of all income and expenditures for the 
“school year 1945-1946 and also the recommendations of the 
Superintending School Committee for the year 1946-1947. 

The physical condition of all schools is fair. Repairs have 
been necessarily neglected during the war years because labor 
and materials was not available. All schools are well equipped 
and supplied with textbooks and teaching material. 

The teaching force remained the same as for the previous 
year, and the same number of schools maintained. The enroll- 
ment is slightly larger than last year. 

The outside doors at the East Sumner, West Sumner and 
Morrill schools were in very bad condition and have been re- 
placed by new ones. Steel roofing has been delivered at the 
East Sumner school which must be used this summer and the 
ceiling should be lowered as was done at the Morrill school. 

The financial outlook is not so pleasant at it was last year. 
Our expenditures were about six hundred dollars more than 
was appropriated. Although we received $494.00 in equaliza- 
tion money this year, no money will be forthcoming from this 
source next year. The school rate falls .6 of one mill below the 
average for the state thus eliminating participation in this 
fund. Also, tuition costs have materially advanced. Formerly, 
we were paying from $65.00 to $90.00 per student. Now we 
must pay from $100.00 to $120.00 It is difficult to see how 
economics can be made without impairing efficiency. — 
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The Superintending School Committee has given every 
detail careful consideration and offers the following recom- 


mendations:

To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to defray miscellaneous accounts for 
the ensuing year. 

Art. 13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid Road Construction (in 
addition to the amount regularly raised for the care of ways, 
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highways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, 
Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions 
of Section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $494.00 for the Maintenance of Third Class 
Roads, being the minimum the Town is allowed to raise under 
Section 43 to 47 inclusive, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 
1930, or to be used in conjunction with the State apportionment. 

Art. 15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for patrolman for State Aid Roads. 

Art. 16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for cutting bushes on town ways. 

Art. 17. To see whether or not the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 to be paid to the State 
of Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for adver- 
tising the natural resources, advantages and attractions of the. 
State of Maine in accordance with the provisions of Chapter D; 
Section 82, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 

Art. 18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest Service 
and the Federal Government in the control of the white pine 
blister rust in accordance with Revised Statutes, Chapter 11, 
Sections 62, 63, 64. 

Art. 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to hire 
such sums of money as may be necessary to pay miscellaneous 
accounts and town debts in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes and to issue and negotiate the notes of the Town for 
money so borrowed, to amount not exceeding in the aggregate 
the total tax levy for the preceding municipal year as tem- 
porary loans to be paid during the year 1946 out of money 
raised during the said year 1946 by taxes. 

Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for Memorial Services. 

Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $75.00 for public health nursing in Sumner. Said sum 
to be expended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 

Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate such sum of money as may be necessary for the annual 
physical examination of all children in the schools of Sumner, 
(said sum having been heretofore raised and sponsored by the 
Sumner Mothers Community Club). Said sum to be expended 
by Superintending School Committee. 

Art. 23. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to reimburse the Treasurer. 
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Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell and dispose of all tax titles held by the Town 
on such terms as they deem advisable and to execute quit- 
claim deeds for such property. 


Art. 25. To see what sum of money tne Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the purchase of town officers’ 
bonds, town treasurer, tax collector and constable. 

Art. 26. To see if the Town will set the wages for high- 
way labor and snow removal. 

Art. 27. To see if the Town wili authorize the Selectmen 
to encourage, by exemption from taxation for a period of ten 
years, any industry which shall construct, lease or buy any 
manufacturing plant in Sumner, employing 25 employees or 
more. If so the Selectmen would advertise in the Boston and 
New York papers, expense of such advertising to be charged 
to miscellaneous account. . 

Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to buy the new 
Allis-Chalmers tractor now leased from the Eastern Tractor 
Co. with option to buy. 

Art. 29. To see what sum of money if any the Bow will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the purchase of a new tractor 
and snow plow. 

Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to place the tractor 
and snow removal to be done by the same under the super- 
vision of one man and if so elect him in the same manner as 
other town officers. 

Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to use the new 
tractor on snow removal only. 

Art. 32. To see if the Town will vote to spend their gas 
tax money by approval of the road commissioners and state 
supervisors. 

-Art. 33. To see if the Town will vote to buy steel girders 
for the Penley bridge and raise money for same. 

Art. 34. To see what the Town will vote to do about 
repairing the tractor house or building a new one, also about 
installing electric lights in tractor house and raise money for 
same. 

Art. 35.To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from the Sumner Hill road down by the old 
Davenport place to the West Sumner and Buckfield road, by 
approval of the County Commissioners. 

Art. 36. To see if the Town will vote to buy 1,000 feet of 
snow fence and raise money for same. 

Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to install a gas tank 


at tractor house. 
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Art. 38. I give and bequeath to the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Sumner, Maine, In Trust Neverless, the sum og 
Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00). Said town is to hold the same 
as a trust fund and to use the income from the same annually, 
to keep in repairs the lot in Elmwood Cemetery in said Sum- 
ner, where my remains are to be buried. From the will of 
Hattie L. Barrows. 

Art. 39. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the care of cemeteries 
and the interest on cemetery trust funds. 

Art. 40. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
